The actual amount apportioned is 
given as $4,552,236.09, a sum appro­ 
priated in acordance with that sec­ 
tion of the statutes which says that 
one-third of the general state reve­ 
nue shall be appropriated for schools 
each year. 
Special state aid has been given to 
high schols during the year begin­ 
ning July I, 1921, and ending June

Rural 
schools throughout the counties also 
received state aid from a 
special 
fund, he says. 
The special aid to 
high schools 
amounted to $82,395 during the year, 
figures tabulated in the stale 
de­ 
partment of education 
show. 
The 
special aid to rural 
schools 
was 
placed r * $131,551. 
Both sums were 
expended during the fiscal year. The 
total amount disbursed, exclusive of 
the special aids, is given as $4,337- 
790.09. 
St. oLuis city received the la rg est 
single apportionment from the state 
during the year, according 
to 
the 
tabulations. 
The largest apportion­ 
ment for a county went to Jackson 
county, which received 
$489,393.25. 
St. Louis city's apportionment 
was 
$810,122.36. St. Louis county receiv­

the first of 1920, although it may 
have show n an increase since the i 
low point was reached.

selling at higher prices today than 
thirty months ago, and three other J 
materials are practically stationary 
as far as price difference now and 
at the beginning of 1920 is concern-! 
ed.

sourians will have a chance to see 
for the f!r«t time the new colorimet­ 
ric test in use. 
This method was 
originated in England and is rapidly 
being appropriated by Americar far­ 
mers. 
A small vial or test tube, is 
filled about one-fourth full of 
soil, 
enough of a solution of potassium 
thiocynate is added to fill the tube 
one half full and 
the 
mixture 
is 
shaken vigorously. 
If the soil is in 
need of lime, the liquid above 
the 
soil becomes red, with greater depth 
of color as the lime need increases. 
Neutral soils or alkaline soils fail to 
give the color, while for those most 
seriously sour the color appioaches 
a biod red. The speed of the test is 
unusual and the colors appear 
as 
soon as the soil settles out, which 
requires only a couple of minutes. 
The soil exhibit will also include 
inoculating demonstrations showing 
exactly how to proceed in order to 
take advantage of the nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria that live on the roots 
of 
legumes insuring not only the thrifty 
growth of the crop itself but tiso the 
steady enrichment of the soil. 
In this State Fair exhibit will also 
be shown the demonstration mater­ 
ial employed in the Clover and'Pros- 
perity Campaign in a dozen Eastern

During tire past ten years a detailed 
soil survey has been made

Bell Telephone company

most 
unique exhibit. 
It is a device for magnifying the 
human voice more than 6000 times 
its original volume and according to 
telephone company officials, the type 
of speaker being installed is identi­ 
cal with that over which President 
Harding delivered his 
inauguration 
speech and more recently his tribute 
to the nation’s dead 
at 
Arlington 
cemetery last Armistice Day. 
This 
is the first showing of 
the 
“loud 
speaker” in this section of the na­ 
tion. 
It is estimated 
that 
through 
this device one person could address 
more than 150,000 people. 
Regular daily programs of enter­ 
tainment will be given. 
These will 
include addresses by state and State 
Fair officials, distinguished visitors 
and speakers on the fair 
program, 
daily news releases, 
musical selec­ 
tions by visiting bands and soloists, 
baseball scores and announcements 
of the winners of events. On the af­ 
ternoon of Friday, August 25, for in­ 
stance, it is planned to present 
a 
play-by-play account of the game be­ 
tween the St. Louis Cardinals 
and 
the Newr York Giants, world’s cham­ 
pions, who will open a three game 
series in St. Louis on that date. 
The “loud speaker” consists of a 
telephone transmitter adjusted to a 
high degree of perfection, costly and 
intricate amplifying equipment 
and 
powerful telephone 
receivers 
and 
sound projectors called “horns” that 


spread the sound waves over desig­ 
nated areas. 
The amplifying equip­ 
ment is housed in a special control 
room. 
The horns are placed on 
a 
tower constructed especially for the 
purpose and the transmitter is plac­ 
ed on the speakers’ platform, which 
forms its base. 
A staff ot technicians will be main­ 
tained by the telephone Company at 
the fair grounds during the week of 
August 10-26 to operate 
the 
“loud 
speaker” and to explain the

ings of the apparatus which will be 
placed on public exhibition.

The state fair has brought millions

in 1900, 
the State Fair spirit premeated the 
state. 
Missourians began to 
bring 
better products to the Fair, after 
taking pains to produce better art­ 
icles for exhibit. 
The spirit of com­ 
petition, of rivalry, of advancement 
and achievem ent marked the 
path­ 
way of progress. 
The state 
made 
economic and agricultural history.

State Fair, after twenty-one years of 
achievement, realizes its responsibil­ 
ity and welcomes its opportunity to 
incite still greater progress.

every dollar that has been appropri­

grounds and buildings, for which the 
state has appropriated in 20 years a 
total of $718,444,16 are appraised by 
competent judges at $1,134,914.50. In 
addition the Fair 
has paid out in

Sedalia Was Selected. 
Missouri had long felt the need of 
a State Fair as an educational insti­ 
tution for the farmers of the state; 
but it was until the fall of 1899 that 
anything definite 
was 
done. 
The 
Fair w a^ established by an act 
of 
the Fortieth General Assembly. Sev­ 
enty-five thousand dollars was 
ap­ 
propriated for the establishment of 
the grounds and buildings.

competition followed 
cation 
of the Fair. 
Jeffers 
Kansas 
City, St. Louis, St. Ca.** lea, Colum­ 
bia, Marshall and Sedalia 
entered I 
bids. 
Sedalia bid the highest, and 
on October 10th, 1899 was chosen for i 
the location. The Fair w as located on 
beautiful grounds bordering the city 
limits, 
its initial exhibition 
was 
held September 9-13, 1901, with the 
announcement “Open to the World,” j 
Norman J. Colman of St. Louis was 
president of the 
first Fair 
Board 
which consisted of 15 members. 
The first appropriation was spent 
for buildings, construction of a r a c e ! 
track and driveways, ana enclosing 
and improving the grounds. 
For the 
opening exhibition, held 
in 
1901 
there w ere two cattle barns with ca- ] 
paclties of IOO animals each, two 
more bi tidings of like capacity used 
tor exhibition 
purposes,

The first Fair was such 
a .success 
that after all the premiums and ex­ 
penses had been paid a balance of 
$500 was left in the treasury 
The 
feature attraction of the first Fair 
was an exhibition of an automobile 
on the track performing 
“thrilling 
and fancy track w*ork.” 
Cattle Barns Burned. 
In September. 1903, a fire originat­ 
ed in the cattle barns. 
It spread to I 
the fire department buildings and 
the temporary grandstand. 
AII were 
destroyed. 
The origin of the fire 
was a mystery, but it is supposed to 
have caught from the sparks 
of a 
freight train passing nearby. 
After I 
careful consideration of the needs of 
the Fair for new' buildings, it was 
decided 
in 
1903 
to 
build 
two 
barns for exhibition horses, IOO 
by 
200 feet in size and a cattle barn, IOO 
by 200 feet, all to be of brick. 
A 
section 120 by 70 was added to the j 
steel grandstand.

were spent remodeling and 
improv-;

Due to heavy rains on two import­ 
ant days, and to the Louisiana Pur­ 
chase Exposition, the crowds were 
much smaller at the 1S04 exposition 1 
than the previous year.

than 3,000.

pavilion built at a cost of

Because of the 
de­ 
mand for a later Fair date, tLe time 
was changed from September to the 
first week in October. 
This put Mis­ 
souri in the direct circuit of Central 
Western Fairs and Expositions; and 
the growth in crowds 
and entries 
was noticeable. 
Tuesday 
of 
fair 
week, 1906. Joseph W. Folk dedicat­ 
ed the live stock pavilion. 
It is one 
of the largest and best equipped fair 
building*, in the United States, hav­ 
ing a seating capacity of 12.000. 
The woman’s building for 
which 
an appropriation was made by 
the 
45th General Assembly, was cemplet- 
ed in 1909. 
It proved to be one of 
the most popular i nd 
appreciated 
building: 
ever 
erected 
on 
the 
grounds. 
This building provided a 
long felt want for a rest room and 
children’s playground. The 1907 Fair 
was from October 5-11. 
Two 
new 
live stock barns with capacities of 
200 animals has been completed and 
another barn sufficient for ISO ani-: 
mala w*as put into use. 
The “b e s t' 
airship in the United States” was a 
feature of the 1907 fair. 
In charge 
of “the successful and intrepid aer-) 
onauts.’ ’it made 
ascensions 
each 
day when the velocity of the wind 
did not exceed 12 miles an 
hour.

What a contrast to the several 300 
horse-p»,wer airplanes that visit 
the 
fair each year now. carrying passen­

Tw’enty-four 
acres 
of 
ground were purchased in 1907. 
It j 
was cleared and used to provide free 
camp grounds for visitors who wish­ 
ed to camp. 
This wa* the beginning 
of w hat s now- known as White City. 
It accommodates 22.000 persons, hav­ 
ing rrown In popularity with each 
sucre -ding year. 
Speed Kings Here. 
To Missouri lovers of speed, one of 
the greatest drawing cards of 
the 
1909 fair was the entry of Dan Patch 
and Minor Heir, two of the fastest 
horses in the world. 
The fair also 
provided two dally exhibitions 
by I 
the Wright 
Brothers, 
the 
world’s 
first successful aviators. 
The first ‘ 
Boys’ State Fair School, established 
in 1914, proved a real success. 
The 
State Fair Board pays the expenses 
ot one boy from each county elected 
by contest. 
They attend 
lectures 
each day, enter judging contests and 
get a new* insight into better farm -! 
ing methods. 
A newly constructed driveway tin­ 
der the speed track and a new' steel 
and wdre fence around the g r a n d s 
were much needed improvments add­ 
ed to the grounds in 1914. 
During 
the world w'ar the Fair had an es­ 
pecially important mission, that 
of 
encouraging 
greater 
farm

tion. 
This was done by exhibits, lec­ 
tures and demonstrations by experts 
working with the food 
administra­ 
tion. 
Possibly no other state institu­ 
tion has developed as rapidly as has 
the Missouri State Fair. 
It is just 21 


years old but iii thai 21 years it has 
grown into an institution with a real! 
mission to perform for Misscuhi ag-; 
riculture. 
Controlled By Directors. 
The Missouri State 
Fair 
is con­ 
trolled by a Board of Directors hav­ 
ing sixteen members. 
These mem-j 
hers also constitute the membership! 
of the State 
Board of Agriculture.] 
They receive no pay for their ser-. 
vices. 
The fair board meets on call, 
and 'unctions through the office of a 
Secretary elected by the board. 
The 
treasurer is also 
elected 
by 
the 
board. 
The Fair is located at Seda­ 
lia. 
It has buildings and equipment 
valued at $134,914.50 and nolds an 
eight-day exhibition annually in Aug­ 
ust. 
Its purpose is educational. The 
slogan is “Education Through Con­ 
crete Exhibits.”

Almost a train load of steel and 48 
cars of brick were necessary for the " 
construction of this building.
